The concluding counts charged that

Starr said they were on, their way 
to Gotham to get away from the mor- 
bid curiosity. 

“People love to ask too many 
questions concerning other people's 
business,” she is quoted to have said.

Discussing the Brooklyn incident 
editorially a few days ago, The New 
York Morning Telegraph, strongly 
anti-prohibition before prohibition 
became law, said with striking truth- 
fulness: 

“One might as well pet @ rattle- 
snake in August or take a bobcat 
home for the children to play with 
as to drink the liquid now eold by 
bootleggers. We have some sympa- 
thy for those whose appetites de- 
mand strong drink; but they should 
conquer that appetite. It is against 
the law to sell liquor; it is against 
the law to buy it. Both the Doot- 
legger and purchaser are guilty, and 
yet- both go on in the business, and 
the undertakers are busier than 
ever. It is a waste of time to keep 
on' telling the unwise that they will 
die if they drink that which is be- 
ing offered for sale. But the terri- 
ble tragedy that happened in Brook- 
lyn two days ago should stand out 
as an awful warning. Seven were 
killed by the poison, and the police 


seized enough liquor to kill a thou- 
sand. How much of it had been sold

LUMPS IN THE NECK. 


Superficial ahd deeply situated 
lymph-nodes down either side of the 
neck from the angle of the jaw to 
the breast bone, called by doctors cerv- 
ical lymph-nodes  o¥ - less properly 
“glands”, and. familiarly. known ‘as 
kernels” or “lumps” when enlarged, 
may be compared with way stations 
along the lines infection travels from 
nose or throat or teeth or. gums or 
middle ear to the general circulation. 
the lymph channels draining into the 
heart and thence reaching the lungs. 
But these way stations or nodes along 
the lymphatic canals are not entirely 
passive, for the very fact that they 
swell or enlarge when bacterial in- 
vasion or infection,occurs, as from 
diseased tonsil8 or’ infected teeth. 
means that they are active in resisting 
the penetration of the system by the 
invaders. ‘They are in fact a second 
line of resistance, “positions prepared 
for the retirement of the defense.”’ 

Anybody with an acute sore throat 
or an infected root canal may detect 
slight temporary enlargements of 
some of the lymph-nodes of the neck 
—"‘kernels.” It is only when these 
“kernels” increase in size so that 
they constitute a visible swelling or 
swellings remaining indefinitely, that 
the infection is probably tuberculosis 
and the condition is called tuberculous 
cervical adenitis. It was formerly 
called “scrofula,” and back in the dark 
ages “king’s evil,” as we remarked 
yesterday. , 

Twenty years ago surgeons were 
radically attacking these lumps and 
dissecting them out of: the neck, in 
rather formidable operations. The 
surgeons have learned that tubercu- 
losis, at..rate, is a. type of infection 
best treated~conservatively. Nowa- 
days surgicah measures are applied 
only when one of.the nodes. or 
“glands” .undergoes acute inflama- 
tory suppuration, and then a simple 
drainage is effected or perhaps mere 
withdrawal of the pus through an as- 
pirating needle: Occasionally it is 
‘wise to remove tuberculous cervical 
nodes .when there are only two or 
th odes involved and they are 
close togethe.. 

More important than any operative 
or other local treatment is the care- 
ful: correetion of the hygiene of the 
patient’s life. A general program or 
regimen‘much the same.as for one 
with pulmonary tuberculosis is neces- 
sary. 

In practically eyery-case of Jumps 
in the neck the tonsils and adenoids 
should-be removed, for in these use- 
less structures the: primary focus of 
infection is commonly seated. | 

In cases of long standing, with 
chronically discharging sinuses or 
openings on the surface, tuberculin 
treatment is often’ beneficial. 

X-ray tredtment has proved sue 
cessful in many cases of tuberculosis 
lymph-nodes. eis iv 

The best of all treatments, perhaps 
is heliotherapy—the sun .bath treat- 
ment,’ if’, this*is avaflable; and ‘fhe 
patient can have the care of a phiv- 
sician experienced in its use or the ad- 
vantage of a sojourn in a sanitorium 
where heliotherapy ‘is employed. Mere 
exposure of the neck to the sun is 
not heliotherapy. The entire body 
must be treated, just as in other forms 
of. so-called surgieal tubereulosis, if 
success is to be expected. The pa- 
tient needs the open air treatment 
quite as much as does the victim of 
lung tuberculosis.,

A fact which many Atlantans fail 
to realize, but one of which they may 
be justly proud, is that their city ‘now 
stands second in efficiency in clinical’ 
tubercular work, ranking far ahead 
of New York, Chicago, and other 
large cities. 

‘Phis work is carried on witaout 
charge by physicians, dentists and 
other public-spirited men, whose ser- 
vices command high fees in professivn- 
al circles, but who willingly contrib- 
ute to both welfare of city and na- 


| There isn’t roo 


tion; and by a small pdid staff whose 
work is financed through contributions 
made to the Five Way Social Service 
Organization. : 

The day is still young when peéo- 
ple from many walks of life begin 
pouring into the office of the Anti- 
tubercular association, 23 E.° Cain' 
street, whose purpose is the preven- 
tion and cure of the dreaded white 
plague and the promotion of good 
health as the most effective enemy. 

First came a little boy, who on ex- 
amination, was found to have warts 
on his vocal chords, This child had 
been operated on twice before and 
been given the radium _ treatment. 
His case was found to be very bad. 
He was taken to Grady hospital, 
where he was operated on and the 
warts removed. The little fellow will 
be constently under the watchful care 
of the association. 

Next came ‘a man who suspected 
that he had tuberculosis. He was ex- 
amined: by the doctor and found. to 
have a-slight case. This man will be 
given treatment and kept under care- 
ful. surveillance in order to arrest 
further developments. While he was 
in the office, the nurse noticed the 
man’s constant frowning and decided 
that his eyes were defective. His 
eyes were examined and he was fitted 
with glasses. 

A tired and frail little woman came 

next, leading her little girl by the 
hand, »*The child, pale and delicate, 
was fotmd: to have glandulag trouble 
and taken to Grady ‘hospital, where

The continued strike of miners in 
the anthracite coal regions holds 
alarming possibilities, according to a 
statement issued Monday by Fred 
Schaefer, secretary of the local asso- 
ciation. The resumption of mining, 
the building managers say, has not 
solved the problems that grew. out of 
five months of idleness on the part 
of the miners. ; 

“The National Association of Build- 
ing Owners and Managers is urging’ 
all of the building managers to take 
every precaution to insure a supply 
of coal for their buildings,” said 
Schaefer. “During war times, when 
there was every reason for economy 
in the use of fuel, the government rec- 

ogaions the importance of keeping 

buildings in operation. 

There is scarcely a building today 
th: . does not house a firm or corpora- 
tion whose business is scheduled as 
an essential industry. For each build- 
ing it is essential that it be operated 
in order that the work of the essential 
industry will not be impaired. 

“The ‘surest way to paralyze the 
business of the nation and to wreck 
the financial structure of America is 
to impair and hamper its business,” 
it was stated. “It is a recognized 
fact that the greater portion of buasi- 
ness is planned and directed if not 
actually transacted in the office build- 
ings of the nation. For anyone to 
deny the office buildings a riority is 
to fly in the face of fundamentals. 

“We have not yet escaped the pos- 
sibility of a coal famine, The miners 
of hard coal are still out on strike 
and their return to work is a matter 
of conjecture. e issues surround- 
wg the strike o the bitumineus 
miners have not all been settled. The 
very fact that the men were out dur- 
ing five of the months that are gen- 
erally most suited for production on a 
large scale creates a dangerous situa- 
tion, even though there was a surplus 
of coal on hand when the miners 
walked out. 

According to Mr. Schaeffer, the 
coal situation in Atlanta is not as 
serious in many other American cities, 
and every measure will be adopted 
to prevent a resumption of “heatless 
days” that characterized war time.

“Big business interests buy their leg- 
islation,”’ declared Samuel Gompers, | 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, in an address before the 
convention of the International Typo- 
graphical Union of North America 
here today. 

“Organized labor “is the militant 
movement which is bearing the brunt 
of the battle, not only for themselves 
but for every man and woman who 
toils,” he continued. 

“There is no end to human strug- 
gle and no royal road or short cut 
to attainment. And any man who 
believes that unionism is not neces- 
sary, that man has no historic knowl- 
edge of the human race. Without 
unionism we would be unfaithful to 
the future, for the trade union move- 
ment is the greatest contribution to 
society for real, true patriotism of 
humanity and if for no other reason it 
should be treated well by the’ people 
and. the government.” 

“But the government has not been 
helping,” Mr. Gompers continued. 
“The injunction asked for by At- 
torney-General Daugherty several 
days ago was an illustration. 

“They are trying*to deflate la: 
bor,” Mr. Gompers said as he pound- 
ed upon a chair which stood beside 
him, “deflation means for us to eat 
less and haul our belts up a notch: 
to live in less healthful quarters and 
wear less becoming clothes and to send 
our children to work at early ages. 
That is what they want, the enemies 
of the unions.”

As there -re many occasions when 
most of us use cording—for shirrings 
in dresses, for making round cushions, 
and for many other purposes—it is 
interesting to understand the proper 
buying of this accessory. First, re- 
member that there are two types of 
cording. The better kind has a cen- 
ter core of untwisted yarn, with some 
kind of twisted or braided frabic 
around it. If you want to buy stiff 
cording, for instance, to hold out part 
of a gown, buy the kind with a sin- 
gle cord of featherbone running 
through the center of the yarn. 

The second kind of cording is com- 
posed of three cords of soft yarn 
twisted together, and that is all there 
is. You will not find this type so 
smooth or sd satisfactory as the form- 
er, as it untwists, ravels and contains 
many irregularities which will show 
through the fabric you use to cover 
it. Moreover, these irregularities fre- 
quently wear through, even if they 
are covered with a material that is 
on the bias. 

The first type of cording is usuall? 
more expensive than the second, but 
if you need only a limited amount for 
an important purpose, it will pay you 
to buy the better grade. For cur- 
tains or decorative purposes the 
cheap cording will be satisfactory.

Mr. MacDougald refers with pride 

to the road in Spalding County; the 
one from Rutledge to Madison, in 
Morgan County; the Dixie Highway 
in Duval County, Florida, and. the 
road from Scottdale to Stone Moun- 
tain, in DeKalb County. 
_ I have not bad an opportunity to 
investigate the Duval County road in 
Florida, but as to the others, I find 
upon an examination’ of the records 
that in Spalding County the work was 
some of it so badly done that a sec- 
tion of it remains unpaid for because 
of the fact that the State Highway 
Department refused to accept it. This 
can be verified by a visit to the State 
Highway Department’s office. 

I have a written statement in my 
posession, signed by a very reputable 
man, highly respected in Spalding 
County, who lives on this road, to 
the effect that being informed that 
the contractors “vere not complying 
with the specifications in that they 
were not putting the required amount 
of cement in the mixtures, he watched 
them one day and though the specifi- 
cations called for four sacks for each 
batch they put only three in each 
batch. 

In a letter addressed by the Federal 
Engineer to his superior, referring to 
this work in Spalding county, which 
was a Federal Aid Project, dated June 
lith, 1920, and on file in the State 
Highway Department, this statement 
appears: 

“When the work was started they 
(the Contractor) showed every incli- 
nation to leave nothing undone to 
make as near a perfect job as possible. 
Later, however, a change seemed to 
come over their attitude. Then they 
seemed to work under a fever of 

rofit-making and time-saving. * * * 
Material which should never have 
been used has been used. Inspectors 
have protested and the contractor ap- 
parently has, in some cases at least, 


‘gone ahead and used the material. 


_* * T expect to devote considerable 
time myself to inspection of the three 
concrete road projects which are now 
being built by this particular firm. 
Mr. Neel. and Mr. Davis are in full 
accord with me and will co-operate to 
any extent in securing better results 
=v have been getting from this 
rm. 

Referring to thé Morgan County 
project, which was also a Federal Aid 
Project under the general direction of 
the State Highway Department, the 


reports made by the Engineers on this} Boa 


roject, on file in the State Highway 
partment, showed that there was 
constant complaint that the Contrac- 
tor was endeavoring to put in im- 
proper materials. In‘one letter ad- 
dressed by the Chief Field Engineer 
to the State Highway Engineer. dated 
December 8, 1920, it appears that the 
trouble between the Inspector and the 
Contractor had grown to such a point 
that the Chief Field Engineer was 
sent down to investigate and he re- 
ported : ,~ 
“That he found it to be the culmina- 
tion of a nu incidents of simi- 


lar character the. 
felt that he was e impese 
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‘get by’ with something he should not.” 

The Stone Mountain Road is not 
built of concrete but is an asphaltic 
road and seems to be very well con- 
structed, but I am informed that it 
was only accomplished after close and 
constant inspection and firm decision 
on the part of the capable Engineers 
connected with the Highway Depart- 
ment of the State and that the records 
of the State Highway Department will 
disclose this to be true. 

These are not all of the cases, how- 
ever, by any means. In the summer 
of 1919 MacDougald Construction 
Company had the contract to repave 
Whitehall Street from Alabama Street 
to Mitchell Street. Their performance 
of this contract was so bad that it 
got to be a question of public news- 
paper comment. There appeared in 
The Atlanta Constitution of August 
0th, 1919, the following report of a 
previous action by the Street Commit- 
tee of Council: *y £5 

“The Street Committee of Council, 
at its meeting Friday afternoon, gave 
positive instructions to the Chief of 
Construction, H. L. Collier, to inform 
the MacDougald Construction Com- 
pany, which has the contract for pav- 
ing Whitehall Street from Alabama 
Street to Mitchell Street, that it must 
dive up to all specifications in the con- 
tract, both as to material and the time 
within which the paving must be fin- 
ished.” 

On September 2d, 1919, conditions 
had not improved apparently because 
in The Atlanta Constitution for the 
morning of that day appears the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“City Council, at its meeting Mon- 
day afternoon, took a hand in the mat- 
ter of expediting the paving of White- 
hall Street between Alabama Street 
and Mitchell Street and went on ree- 
ord, through the adoption of a reso- 
lution passed on the report of Chief 
of Wonstruction H. L. Collier, that 
the MacDougald Construction Com- 
pany has unnecessarily delayed the 
work. * * * in two particulars: In 
not putting a large force to work 
* * * and in undertaking to lay blocks 
not in accordance with the contract, 
which must be rejected and the work 
done over,” 

On July ist, 1921, a contract was 
let by Fulton County to the Mace 
Dougald Construction Company to re- 
pore Roswell Road from Powers Ferry 

oad north to Roswell Bridge under 
certain specifications, These specifi- 
cations, it was contended at the time, 
in one particulgr infringed a patent 
right. y bringing suits against the 
ard, threatening to bring others and 
using other me s to embarrass the 
Board of County Commissioners, the 
MacDougald Construction Company 
neva in getting the specifications 

They constructed only fourteen 
hundred feet of this road before the 
Winter weather set in, and did not, 
recommence it until June of this year. 
A part of it that they built this year, 
is so badly laid as to be apparent even 
toa n. It is already rough and 
uneven, although recently laid.

THE MONEY THAT IS YOURS. 

In this day and generation about 
the only women who do not have to 
handle money are a very few very 
rich women. It is a fact that many 
a very wealthy woman almost never 
actually touches money. She needs 
no car or taxi fares for she always 
has her own limousine at her beck 
and call. She needs nothing to pay 
for purchases, little or big, for she 
has accounts at every sort of a shop 
If she is at a hotel, she needs nothin 
because the bills she runs up in the 
hotel restaurants are put down te 
her general account. If she has a 
secretary to take care of her corre- 
spondence and to manage her affairs, 
the secretary attends to tips and fees. 

But most of us do not dream of 
being so rich that we need not han- 
dle money. In fact, with most of 
us the more we have to handle the 
better satisfied we are. Never leave 
large amounts of money in your purse. 
If possible, have a checking account, 
and pay by check all but small 
amounts.

So they tuck 
it down the hollow tubing of a brass 
or iron bed, or behind a picture on the 
wall, or under the cover of the family 
Bible. But just remember that thieves 
who enter houses to steal are pretty 
good psychologists. They know the 
sort of places that women keep money, 
and usually they will @ot leave until 
they have explored them all.

The 
democratic vote was holding close to 
that cast-in the election two years 
ago. 

Senator Frederick Hale, republican, 
was leading Oakley C. Curtis, demo- 
crat, by 11,000 votes in the returns 
from 253 election precincts out of 635 
in the state, representing 230 cities 
and towns out of 520.

Beedy, 
Wallace H. White, Jr., John E. Nel- 
son and Ira G. Hersey, all republicans, 
were leading in the early returns, but 
a close contest was indicated in the 
second district.
